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Statement of E. C. Hirst, State Tax Commission. 
Feb. 4, 1932 


At this time most of the budget committes and selectmen of the 225 
towns in New Hampshire are figuring carefully on the probable revenues 
and expenditures for the coming year. They must make up a budget that 
will provide for the things required by law. The way to do it, and the 
way the citizens respond to this recommendation, on Town Meeting day, 
will mean much to New Hampshire in the year ahead. 


The day o/ reckoning is here. The present problem is one of imme- 
diate tax relief. Only one correct answer can be made to the present acute 
situation, and that is: immediate drastic reduction of expenditures. We 
must do it now! 

The accounting system of our towns is way ahead of that used in 
most states. and will furnish a good basis of fact upon which to study the 
control of expenditure. In the meantime. we should lower taxes and keep 
our town solvent during 1932. 


Governor Winant’s Leiter to Town Officials 
Feb. 10, 1932 


It is realized that this year it would prove a hardship for the towns and cities to 
raise the money for the various purposes required by State Laws. The Highway 
Department is notifying the towns of the amounts that will be charged against them 
for State Aid and Trunk Line maintenance, and towns should raise the appropriations 
as usual. 

It is the purpose of the State this year, to relieve the towns of as much of the 
burden as possible, but if the State does this, it is expected that the towns will reduce 
their appropriations for all items of town expense in so far as this may be done with- 
out destroying necessary activities. When the property inventories and tax returns 
have been filed with the tax commission, the state will authorize the deduction of all, 
or as much as possible of these maintenance costs as a credit to be figured out of the 
tax rate, according to the financial condition of the State at that time, and provided 
the towns have cooperated by reducing appropriations. 


Towns that do not appropriate for State Aid Construction must set aside for 
permanent improvements of highways, as follows: Towns having a valuation of less 
than two millions, $1.00 on each $1000 of valuation, etc. In the opinion of the highway 
commission, practically every town can fulfill its obligations for permanent improve- 
ment of highways without making a separate appropriation. 


It would be quite possible for a school district to reduce its appropriations so 
much that the amount of state aid would be altered enough to make the cost to the 
town as low as may be consistant with the maintenance of proper school standards. 

Any additional information that you may want in order to apply these sugges- 
ted methods of retrenchment to your particular needs will be gladly furnished by this 
office.

Tuer ScHooL AS A SHOCK ABSORBER 


If the motoring is rough, it is the road, not the car. If 
the train rides roughly, it is the poor road bed or the poor 
equipment, never the disposition of the passenger. If 
young people of a community do not measure up on con- 
duct or otherwise to as many different standards as there 
are people, it could not be any negative influence in the 
community, it is the schools. 

If the youth of the community, bubbling over with 
life and energy, display more pep than we ean recall 
possessing when we were young, it is the fault of the dis- 
eiplinary methods of the school. If there is a wave of 
crime or petty thievery in a community, it is the fault of 
education. If the scholarship of the young people of a 
community is low, it cannot be a dozen distracting in- 
fluences that make concentration on school work difficult, 
it is the fault of the school instruction. If homework is 
assigned to keep less energetic students up to grade, the 
schools are driving the young people too hard and im- 
pairing health. If schools make provision for health and 
recreation in their educational program, they are in- 
dulging in fads and going beyond the legitimate sphere 
of activity of the schools. 

If school costs are high, school officials are extravagant. 
If costs are low, with a resulting lower standard of edu- 
eation, the officials lack wisdom. If a superintendent ex- 
ercises authority within his sphere, he is autocratic. If 
he does not, he is held inefficient and lacking the courage 
of his convictions. If schools are run wholly in the inter- 
ests of pupils, with a cold shoulder to appeals for special 
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favors or without consideration of factional interests, 
they acquire the enmity of all factions. 

It is a strange paradox that people know more about 
how a school system should be conducted than any other 
single project. Being public institutions supported by 
public moneys, they hold public interest and attention. 
It is right that they should. A school system bears much 
the same relation to a community as the only child of a 
family does to its near relatives. Many a child has been 
deprived of its initiative and its opportunity for develop- 
ment because it has been subjected to too much guidance 
by many interested relatives. The school system is the 
one child of the community and it should be accorded 
every opportunity for growth. = 

The school is concerned with the scholastic accomplish- 
ments of the young people, It is concerned with their 
conduct in and out of school. It is concerned with their 
physical well-being. It is concerned with their moral 
standards. It is concerned with inclinations, interests and 
activities of its respective groups. It alone cannot be ex- 
pected to overcome all negative influences. It cannot 
make void hereditary influences. It cannot furnish abil- 
ity where ability does not exist. It cannot detect all per- 
sonal characteristics where mass education is necessary. 
It cannot eliminate evil tendencies strongly embedded 
through heredity, environment, or unwholesome influ- 
ences. 

It can be a party to remedying these situations. It 
eannot be held responsible for hazards but it can reduce 
their effects to a minimum. It can be and is a shock ab- 
sorber for the ills of a community.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Kingston: 


J am privileged herewith to present my fifth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. A group of questions 
recently submitted to parents and citizens with regard to 
what they would like to know about their schools showed 
they were most interested in these topies: Pupil Progress 
and Achievement, Methods of Instruction, Health, 
_ Courses of Study, and Extra-Curricular Activities. These 
will therefore constitute the basis for my report. 


Purit PrRoGrREss AND ACHIEVEMENT 


Probably we can best illustrate this progress by sum- 
marizing the results of the tests given last May to the 
pupils of Grades 4 to 8. The 8th grade was tested sepa- 
rately with a test called Standard Graduation Examina- 
tion. The other grades were tested together with the 
Otis Classification Test. The results of the two groups 
follow:

On the whole these results are satisfactory. The high- 
est score indicated above was also the highest in the 
Union. A majority of Grades 5, 6, and 7 surpassed the 
score of the middle pupil in each grade of the whole 
Union. Normally we would expect only one half above 
the median and one half below. The median score of the 
Union indicates that that pupil was well advanced in his 
gerade in comparison with hundreds of others all over the 
country. In short, the above proves that educational 
progress has been made. Two reasons are evident, 
namely, capable pupils and good teaching. 


Merrtrnuops anp CoursE or STuDY 


Like every activity of the modern world, the course of 
study and methods to meet it have changed. A large 
croup of material in one field or another has become of 
no value today because of the replacment of these items 
by a bit of modern machinery. The real justification for 
any course on the program is social utility. “If the 
younger generation is to achieve participation in our so- 
cial life, the emphasis in curriculum construction and in 
teaching must be placed on social outlook, on reflective 
consideration of what constitutes a good life in the social 
order.” Our aim is just this. Its realization is the joint 
responsibility of home, school, and church. Our course of 
study calls for emphasis on the utility of the subject to 
the community.

I cannot explain here every change that has taken place 
but invite your attention to the new Program of Studies 
placed in your schools last year. The outline of studies 
and suggestions for their expansion into learning repre- 
sent the last word in curriculum building. It is designed 
to meet a changed world with up-to-date material. I am 
sure the teachers will welcome your inspection of their 
copies. 


HEALTH 


The School Nurse’s report embodied in Table VII which 
follows shows you exactly the condition of the health of 
the children and the corrections obtained. Your own in- 
dividual cases were reported to you personally and your 
co-operation in corrections has been commendable. In 
this connection, we must pay tribute to the officers and 
members of the Parent-Teachers Association. Their lead- 
ership in the Dental Clinic and hot lunches has resulted 
in untold health gains. Every member of the school de- 
partment joins with them to work for the common goal 
—a sound mind in a sound body. 


ExtTra-CurricuLaR ACTIVITIES 


These activities which take place outside of the regular 
school subjects and which are important and valuable 
have not been over-emphasized. In the main, each school 
has held its own Hallowe’en and Christmas parties, al- 
though in the latter much help has been given to make 
it a community affair, and its Education Week program. 
Each school has provided a portion of the program for 
the graduation exercises. Every year there are requests 
made for this program and that, but to all we feel we 
must turn a deaf ear. The schools are not lyceum bureaus 
and must always train children for useful citizenship. A 
happy combination of the two activities will serve the 
veneration better. We believe we come near that goal at 
present. 
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With grateful acknowledgment of the support of the 
School Board, the co-operation of a loyal group of teach- 
ers, and the help of your citizenry for the pleasant and 
beneficial year, I beg to present this report and the tables 
which follows.

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NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 


In accordance with the statutes (New Hampshire Laws of 1907, 
Chapter 147) you are requested to take measures to suppress the 
brown tail moth and the gipsy moth on your premises. The law 
declares these insects to be a public nuisance and orders their sup- 
pression by property owners. Suppression is enforceable by law 
up to a cost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property 
concerned. 


Necessary measures must be completed on or before March 1. 


This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with 
instructions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The Brown Tail Moth 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
off carefully, gathered up and burned. 


The Gipsy Moth 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of ége- 
masses attached to the trunks of trees, stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is %4 to 14% inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of chamois skin. Hgg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
eges will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


Obligation of Property Owners 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before 
March 1, the duly constituted authorities have the right to enter upon 
property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The property 
owner will be liable for the expense in connection with such action 
within the limits prescribed by law. 
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
